Lord Milner, politician, soldier 
and lawyer, is 65. He was 
made a peer in Mr Clement 
Attlco's dissolution honours list 
in 1951 after serving as Labour 
MP. for Southvast Leeds from

1929 to 1951. He became 
Deputy Spgaker of the House of 
Commons ‘in 1043, resigned 
when: the wartime Coalittun 
Gcvernment disbanded, and was
